CHICAGO — UP) — The 


[llinois American Legion has 
severed its support 
of 
the 


~irl 
Scouts 
of 
America, 


charging that "un-American 
influences" exist in the girl 
organization's literature. 


Convention delegates took • the 


formal action in a roaring voice 
vote Friday night after 90 minutes 
of lively debate in which, opponents 
assailed the resolution as "silly." 


The resolution charged: 
1. That the Girl Scouts 1853 


handbook "gives the United Na- 
tions and one world citizenship 
precedence over American citizen- 
ship." 


2. That the writings of unnamed 


alleged' pro-Communist 
authors 


"have been highly recommended 
in an official Girl Scout's magazine 
as authentic historic material." 


Fenlon Comment* 


Lawrence J. Fenlon. former Illi- 


nois Legion commander who has 
two daughters in the Girl Scouts. 
led the opposition, declaring at one 
point: 


"How screwy can we get?" 
He contended the r e s o l u t i o n 


smeared individual Girl Scouts ae 
subversive. He said the Legion's 
action would bar the use of his 
home for troop meetings. 


But supporters of the resolution 


asserted it was aimed at "only a 
few people in the movement." 


The vote to blast the Girl Scouts 


came after Edgar C. Bundy of 
Wheaton, a member of the Legion's 
antisubversive commission, assert- 
ed a reproduction of the Bill of 
Rights appearing in the 1947 hand- 
book had been deleted from the 
1953 book. 


Withdraws Support 


The resolution states that the 


Legion's Illinois department with- 
draws "all support" until such a 
time as "the responsible directors 
of the Girl Scouts of the U.S.A. 
give irrefutable proof to the Amer- 
ican public that they have taken 
definite 
measures 
to 
eliminate 


these un-American influences from 
the Girl Scout handbook and publi- 
cations." 


Some 2.000 delegates took part in 


the voice vote. 


Florence Otto of Chicago. Great 


Lakes regional director of the Girl 
Scouts, said the allegations in the 
resolution "simply are not true." 


The Illinois Legion, by its action, 


withdraws "all efforts to secure 
contributions and membership" for 
the Girl Scouts.

For Some Time, 
Says Examiner 


MONTREAL — UP) — An 


epileptic stroke caused the 
death of Emilie Dionne, one 
of the famed Callander quin- 
tuplets, 
Dr. Rosario Fon- 


taine announced following an 
autopsy today. 


Dr. Fontaine. Quebec's leading 


medico-legal expert, said the girl, 
who died after three strokes Fri- 
day jn Ste. Agathe, Que., had suf- 
fel ed from epilepsy for some time. 


"The 
epileptic 
stroke 
was 


brought up by pulmonary conges- 
tyon, particularly in the pituitary 
gland in the brain." the doctor 
said after a 
hour autopsy. 


Was Formality 


THE AUTOPSY WAS DESCRIB- 


ED AS a formality necessary be- 
cause of the prominence of the 20- 
year-old girl, and the fact no doc- 
tor was present when she succum- 
bed. She died at Ste. Agathe hos- 
tel for old folks and retired Roman 
Catholic clergymen. 


Dr. Fontaine completed the au- 


topsy at 10:15 a.m. He immediate- 
ly conferred with Mr. and Mrs. 
Maurice Girauaia, elder sister and 
brother-in-law of Emilie and th« 
other quintuplets. 


Moved To Montreal 


Her body was moved under po- 


lice escort 45 miles to the Montreal 
Morgue. The autopsy was to be 
made by the specialist. Dr. Rosano 
Fontaine. 


The girl's grieving family went 


ahead with plans for funeral serv- 
ices and burial Monday near th* 
Dionne home at Callander, Ont.

An elder sister. Mrs. Maurice

but believed they were epileptic. 
Others who knew her also said 
she was a victim of epilepsy.

Anyone Can Lay a Brick Walk 


There are two good ways of lay- 


ing a 
brick 
walk 
or terrace 


quickly, and without calling upon 
any special skills. 


In both cases the bricks are laid 


out in a. patterns over a proper 
bass, and sand is swept into the 
gaps between them. The chief dif- 
ference is that the one recipe calls 
for plain sand while the other pre- 
scribes a dry mixture of sand and 
cement. 


Method No. 1 is somewhat eas- 


ier, hut the result is less perma- 
nent. It begins with an excavation, 
•which should be four to five inches 
deep—five inches if the walk or 
terrace is to be level with grade 
and four inches if it is to be slight- 
ly above grade. 


Sand is shoveled into the exca- 


vation and leveled out at a depth of 
three inches. The leveling is most 
important and' is best done with a 
long, straightedge board. If the 
terrace or walk is to be sloped for 
drainage, slope the sand base. 
Tamp the sand 
using a rake 


stapled to a board. 


The bricks come next For every 


100 square feet to be covered, oider 
400 bricks For this type of^ instal- 
lation old used bucks aie often 
more attractive than new ones. 
Besides, they'ie much cheaper, 
particulaily if you cart them a\vay 
from the site of a building-wreck- 
ing pioject 


Lay the bricks out in a pattern 


using a taut suing line to help 
keep rows straight and level Some 
old bncks ate thicker than others 
To correct for this, trowel out some 
sand beireath them and diop them 
back in place 


When all bncks are in place and 


propei ly spaced a quaiter to half 
inch apart, edge 
them 
on all 


sides with redwood 2 x 4s set on

From this point to the final step 


the pioceduie is identical to that 
outlined in the fust method The 
last step involves 
mixing three 


parts s«tnd to one pan Poitland 
cement and sweeping the mixture 
into the nevices Then excess is 
cleaned off the suiface and a thin

The French, EDC, and 


European Unity 


The French still stall on approving a single European 


Army which would include Frenchmen and Germans. The 
United States and Britain have indicated if the stall con- 
tinues they will consider granting the West Germans sov- 
ereignty It's guarded talk, more like a nudge. 


The word sovereinty in Germany's case sounds bigger 


than it is It wouldn't mean full independence. Nor would 
it mean immediate rearmament. It might mean that later. 


But giving Germany sovereignty without French ap- 


proval could lead to an Anglo-American split with the 
French. 
0 . 


The United States has looked upon an unarmed Ger- 


many as a soft spot in Western Europe against possible Rus- 
sian attack. But how could the Gen-mans be permitted 
to rearm without letting them become a menace again to 
their neighbors? The solution seemed to lie in a single Eu- 
ropean Army—called EDC, the European Defense Com- 
munity. 
That single armv would be made up of troops from 


France, Germany, Italy, Belgium, Luxembourg, the Nether- 
lands. It would be about a two-million-man force, all wear- 
ing the same uniforms and under a single command. The 
German contribution would be perhaps 500,000 men. 
.

Although this would let the Germans rearm to a limited 


degree, they still couldn't have a separate, natjonal army 
under a revived German general staff. The EDC idea seemed 
all right to the French, when they first proposed it several 
years ago. Later the French had second thoughts. Some 
Frenchmen feared the thought of a Germany rearmed at 
all 
Some foresaw Germany as the possible dominator of 


EDC. EDC couldn't come into existence without French ap- 
proval. The French delayed although all other participants 
except Italy gave their okay. The United States kept press- 
ing. 
Nothing happened. Finally French Premier Mendes- 


France said he would put the question to the French As- 
sembly before it adjourned this month. Meantime, he has 
run into other troubles which may sidetrack EDC. 
«

There are two important agreements in the background, 


involving the United States, France, Britain and West Ger- 
many. One was made at Bonn, the West German capital, 
the other at Paris. The Bonn agreement covers the question 
of restoring sovereignty to Germany. The Paris agreement 
covers creation of EDC. 


In short, the agreements say: There can be no sov- 


ereignty for Germany until EDC comes into existence, with 
German troops a part of it and Germany therefore not free 
to set up its own army. The French can protest the United 
States and Britain have broken the two agreements if they 
attempt to give Germany sovereignty before the French 
approve EDC. 


But, by that reasoning, West Germany could be kept 


unarmed forever if the French never let EDC come into 
existence. That's the dilemma the United States and Britain 
face in wanting to keep France a firm ally and at the same 
time patching up the soft spot of an unarmed Germany.

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The Doctor Says: 


Watering of Eyes Is Annoying But Is Not 
Always Dangerous; Avoid Sun, Wind, Dust

An annoying but not usually dan- 


gerous condition is the subject of 
today's first inquiry. 


Q—My eyes frequently 
fill 
up 


with water though I do not cry. and 
cause my vision to be somewhat 
clouded. Sometimes the tears drip 
over the lids and even run down 
my face. What can you suggest?

A—Extensive watering of the 


eyes is- extremely common and 
may arise from any one of sev- 
eral different cause*. Tearing of 
the eye«, In made worse by sun, 
wind and dust (or any other for- 
eign body) and in fairly common 
in hay fever and Home of the 
other allergic*. There are said 
to be two main types: Excessive 
secretion of tears, and failure of 
the team to drain out through 
the normal passageway, or block- 
age of the lacrimal or tearing 
passages' The methods of treat- 
ing; these various types of diffi- 
culty are rather complicated in 
the severe cases and sometimes 
require surgery though often re- 
lief can be brought by more sim- 
ple measures. Other than avoid- 
ance of sun, wind or dust, when 
these are responsible, I do not 
know of any home remedy or 
easily applied method which is 
likely to be effective.

A—Pulse rate is a measure of 


the frequency of the beating of i 


the heart. Each time the heart 
contracts it will show in the 
pulse and, therefore, the rapid- 
ity of the heart beat can be 
measured. 
The pulse pressure 


is the difference between pres- 
sure of the blood on the wall of 
the artery between the high point 
when the heart is contracting and 
the low point when the heart is 
relaxing.

Q—Please discuss the possible 


reaction, if any, to tetanus toxoid. 
Six months ago my daughter, age 
6, was given tetanus antitoxin be- 
cause of a bad cut and she suffered 
a severe serum sickness. I Was 
advised to give tetanus toxoid now.

The tetanus anti-toxin gives only 
temporary immunity and If your 
daughter needed it again she 
might get another and possibly 
even more severe reaction. The 
tetanus toxoid creates a much 
more permanent resistance or 
Immunity and since it Is pre- 
pared In a different way sever* 
reactions practically never oc- 
cur.

Certainly New York has too few policemen, whether by 7,000 a» 


Francis Adams, the commissioner, puts it, or a thousand less. But th« 
worst single fault in this critical situation is cov- 
ered by a grand taboo so let us skip it and pass 
along to the other factors. 


There are cops in New York today who are sul- 


len toward their duty and resolutely refuse, with- 
out ever saying so, to do any more than the abso- 
lute minimum of their duty. The cop has been chiv- 
vied, humiliated and persecuted for doing his best. 
This refers primarily to the nasty meddling of the 
Federal Department of Justice in ordinary, routine 
police affairs under the pretext of maintaining the 
"civil rights" of rodent characters who ought to be 
clubbed on sight and run out of gas. 


I know a policeman who quit an assignment riding in a patrol car 


because twice he got into trouble by using his fists and a third time 
by drawing back from a family scrap in a low-grade household in 
which the wife was a French streetwalker who had married an Amer- 
ican soldier.

The Chicago and Kock River Ra'droad was 


completed in 1872. The line went through Lee 
Center. Amboy. Wyoming. Marion. Harmon and 
I.oe Center. It became part of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy System. 
The Burlington line also became the owner of the 


Chicago and Iowa Railway which was constructed through 
Rochelle. Ogle County and the northeast corner of Lee 
County in 1870-71. 


The Peoria and Northwestern Railway was built in 


1902. It connected with the Chicago and Northwestern at 
Nelson and ran south to Peoria. 


Electric railroads also were the cause of a boom 


in railroad building early in the 1900*. but today 
they are generally forgotten. Of those proposed, 
some were built but others faltered. 
Some of the names heard in the county were the Illi- 


nois and Rock River Railway Company, Rockford to Rock 
Falls: Northern Illinois Electric Railway Company, Stew- 
ard to Dixon via Lee Center and Amboy: Sterling.

New York policemen don't op- 


press anybody because of his raca 
or religion. Those whom I know 
personally are remarkably well- 
behaved men of unusual intelli- 
gence. But the Truman Adminis- 
tration made a deliberate decision 
to curry votes at the expense of 
police efficiency and the safety of 
the public. It got results all right. 
But the results' are seen in the 
situation which the police commis- 
sioner now delineates when he says 
that on an average day one person 
will be murdered in New York, 
three women will be raped and so 
on down the catalog of crimes. The 
cops are sick of having to take in- 
sults from rats hanging around the 
corners trying to provoke them to 
twist their arms or jab them in the 
solar plexus. In Chicago, two cops 
did that and wound up in personal 
damage suits, broke, in debt and 
suspended from the force. Finally, 
they had to face trial in the federal 
court where they were acquitted. 
But do you think that if and when 
those policemen get back into bar-' 
ness they are going to take the 
same chance again? If you do, you 
underestimate the intelligence of 
the modern metropolitan police- 
man. 


The so-called Civil Rights Law- 


was passed in hot blood, soon after 
the Civil War, to make the South- 
ern states open the polls to Ne- 
groes. Whatever its merits at the 
time (and the best White men were 
disfranchised for fighting in the 
Confederate Army) it never had 
any application in the ordinary do- 
mestic affairs of the states until 
Maurice Milligan, the U.S. attor- 
ney in Kansas City, invoked it to 
break up the Pendergast gang 
which had denied thousands of citi- 
zens of all races and religions th» 
value of their votes in federal elec- 
tions. That was one of the factors 
which inflicted Harry Truman on 
the nation. 


Under Truman and since then 


under Herb Brownell's administra- 
tion as attorney general, the same 
law has been used to persecute po- 
licemen in New York and Chicago 
on a thin theory that a bum who 
resists arrest for an admitted of- 
fense is denied some portion of his 
constitutional rights if the cop uses 
a trace more physical force than 
the exact degree justified by the 
strength and determination of the 
prisoner. It is a vicious policy 
which has had a very bad effect on 
the morale, the honesty of purpose 
and the efficiency of the individual 
policeman. 


LaGuardia used to threaten cops 


for resisting- the crimes of pickets. 
Finally it v.-as understood that pick- 
ets, 
usually 
Communist?, 
were 


privileged characters. P i c k e t s 
closed all the newspapers in New 
York for one month in Impellet- 
tern's term by an implied threat 
of violence. This was a challenge 
to government and should have 
been met with enough cops and 
enough force to bat the brains out 
of the whole mass of pickets, if 
neceasarv. 


The same LaGuardia. speaking 


of Frank Erickson and Frank Cos- 
tello. gamblers and known book- 
makers, said to the same cops: 
"Treat them rough" because they 
were, in his opinion, unsupported 
by any evidence, punks and tin- 
horns. 


Cops must be allowed to beat up 


the kind of vermin who were 
rounded up in the Broadway zone 
the other night. No substitute ever 
has been found for an old-fashioned 
going-over in the squad room.

A Lee County committee is working to improVe the quality of poul- 


try and e^jTR romine to market. All homemakers should be interested 
in what this association is trying- to do. The product you bake and 
cook when made with eggs, is so very largely influ- 
enced by them. 


The size of an egg does not affect its quality— 


but it does affect its price. The poultry and egg 
improvement association is working to get larger 
eggs and better quality eggs to the consumer. This 
helps both the producer and consumer. 


Weight for weight, the homemaker needs to real- 


ize that small eggs have the same food value and 
cooking value as large eggs. But, since recipes are 
gauged for memum-sized eggs, you need to allow 
more when using small sized eggs. 
For example 
Jun« Pilgrim 


in a custard calling for three eggs, the number should be increased to 
four when small eggs are used. In other cookery, the general rule js 
that seven small eggs give about the same weight as 6 medium or 
five large eggs. 


Graded eggs are rated on their outside appearance, weight, and 


interior quality. Grades are made according to federal, state or pri- 
vate standards. 


Graded eggs should have higher 


quality present. If the consumer 
doesn't find it present, he should 
report it to the store manager. The 
consumer is a powerful influence 
influence in our country. He does 
a lot to control the standard of 
product that is marketed.

For Baking 


The type and size of baking pan 


you use will decide whether you 
turn out high standard cakes, cook- 
ies and pies And it all goeis back 
to basic science, siny metals radi- 
ate heat, or absorb it slowly, dull 
metals absorb and conduct it fast, 
and glass does the same. 


Knowing this, we should bake 


cakes in shiny metal so that they 
brown evenly and form a. tender 
crust. If glass is chosen, the heat 
control should be set for 25 degrees 
lower than the recipe states. 


Rolls, biscuiks and pie crust are 


baked fast and are quite suited to 
duller types of tin ware, aluminum 
and enamelware 


Size of pan makes a big diffei- 


ence. New pans have the size on 
the bottom 
If it's not there on 


those you already own. write it on 
the bottom outside with fingernail 
polish. This soon bakes on and will 
remain. Layer cake designed to fill 
two eight inch pans will be much 
thinner baked in two nine inch 
pans and will be done in less time. 
No pan should be filled more than 
two-thirds full of batter, otherwise 
it will run over or bake a crusty 
overhang that has to be cut off and 
thrown away.

heavyweight championship, but the big San Diego kid most certainly 
is the finest all-around athlete ever to campaign for it. 


Powell, being hailed in California, as another Joe Louis, ran the 


100 in under 10 flat as a high school boy, even though he weighed 200 
poynds. 


Vpon graduation 
young Powell was offered numerous college 


scholarships for his football and basketball, but decided to start earn- 
ing money, and first took a whack at baseball. 


Signed by the St. Loins Browns and farmed to the California State 


League. Powell hit the longest home run in the history of the Modesto 
park 


As a lad out of high school, competing against the greatest college 


performers, he at once became a bright, shining defensive end for the 
San Francisco -19ers. 


Abe Saperstem sought to sign him for the Harlem Globetrotters 


of world basketball renown—and not because he was any part of a 
clown. 


As a footballer, the six foot four-inch Powell weighed 230 pounds. 


Knocking out the vastly more experienced Rocky Jones in his last out- 
ing as a fighter, he was a svelte 216-poundcr.

POWELL HAS FLATTENED his last eight victims, requiring less 


than 12 rounds to dispose of the lot. One went out in 16 seconds. This 
fellow appears to be as quick as Louis was at his best. 


In the case of Jones, it must be home in mind that Powell was a 


green youngster with only nine professional bouts behind him, whereas 
the plodder out of Chester, Pa., had scored decisions over Roland La 
Starza and Tommy Harrison. 
He twice went the route with Dan Buc- 


ceroni and once with Danny Nardico. He was a good trial horse, but 
Powell quickly left-hooked him to the showers. 


You can take a boy out of beak busting, but you can never take 


beak busting out of a boy. For a dozen years, Manager Suey Welch 
has done very well in the motion picture business, with theaters and a 
downtown Los Angeles cafe. He made more money than he ever did 
in boxing. 


Welch hails from Akron. Ohio, but has resided in tee Angeles for 


more than 20 years. 
He promoted boxing in Akron, guided Gorilla 


Jones to the middleweight championship, developed the old rubber pud- 
dler heavyweight. Kayo Chri&tner. Jones now trains Powell. 


THE FIGHT BL'G was in Welch's veins, and when five or six years 


ago he heard about a San Diego high school boy named Charley 
Powell, famed as an all-round athlete at 16 and with boxing aspira- 
tions, he invited the lad to come to Los Angeles for inspection. 


What sort of a chap is this 22-year old giant with the atomic fists? 


He's certainly not garrulous, reads, thinks before he talks. 


Asked which was tougher, pro football or boxing, he replied: "I 


have to weigh less for boxing and be faster. 
Once you leave your 


corner, you're on your own. There are no blockers. It isn't a team 
job." 


Certainly he's thinking about Rocky Marcinno. 
"I believe I have better physical equipment, but I lack experience.' 


he said. "I am taller and heavier. I know T am faster. But the match 
making Is in the hands of Suey Welch. When he thinks I'm ready for 
the top hoys., that will be good enough for me." 


Gorilla Jones tells you that Powell has the fastest hands he ever 


saw on a big fellow. 


"Make one mistake and you're a goner," says the former title- 


holder.

much faster deductions for wear 
and tear on new equipment or 
buildings. 


A farmer can benefit if he gets 


a new tractor or barn, a grocer or 
other shopowner can benefit if he 
buys a new display counter, a 
lawyer can benefit on bin/no ior his 
law library, a doctor gets a tax cut 
on new medical equipment, a land- 
lord benefits on permanent im- 
provements to ins property; even 
a writer can benefit if he buys a 
new typewriter.
